The following border defenses were built on Czech territory in the berder 
region of Gmuend (L8°46'N, 14°59'E); 


a, A barbed wire entanglement, approximately 200 meters long, near 
Dyhrabruck (48°47'N, 14°49") on the northwest slope of Hiil 560. 
The entanglement eevends from the Pyhraebruck-Gratgzen (48°47'N. 
14°4,7°E) nighway toward the wooded area of the frontier. Whetner 
or not it continues into the woods could not be determined. This 
is the first barvier which has been built in this area. 


b. A barbed wire entenglenent about 750 meters aast of Roehm. Bernschlag 
{,9°02'H, 15°03°E) running southward along the edge of a wood to 
the Haugechiag (45°00'N, 15°O4'E)—~Fichtau (49°OL'N, 15°O5'E) highway, 
crossing the southern entrance to Fichtau and continuing north.

The Czech customs house next to the Thaya estuary and opoosite Harde;-g 
(48 51°N, 15 52°£) is not being used. The building, which is in verfect. 
condition, has a thick-walled cement bunker built onto one corner. 
camouflaged with carth and grass. The bunker has no Loopholes and iv: 
place of the loopholes there is thin masonry which cen be broken 
through at any time. There are fortifications about 30 meters beyon: the 
svone house on whe Left side of the read and 20 meters to the right 
of ihe road. which runs from the Thaya bridge toward Zaisa (43°53'N, 
15° 4258), Cgechoslovakia. A second bunker, te the right of the rcad on 
the northern side of the ground rising from the Thaya. has Likewise been 
renovated and csamourlaged. . 


The five bunkers in the Czech border area opposite Hardegg have been 
remodelled and barbed wire fences sut up in the wooded expanse. 


A wooden tower was built on the customs house in Zaiss which vermita a 
full. view of the Hardegg-Markersdorf highway. The wooden tower on tcp 
of ihe school in iaggau (48°52'N, 15°55'E) gives the sanc view. 


Barbed wire entanglements were put up from the Bernhardsthal-Oreclav 

raloroad to the Reinthai~Ereclav highway (#47) and from Hill 209 toe 
Hill 221, Nence the Bernhardsthal (48°L2'N, 16°52°E)~Breclay=
